Guimaraes described her last 
Private conversation with Mos- 
cone one week before he was 
killed.

“When the conversation ended, he 
didn'tsay good-bye, He said I love 
you,，” Guimaraes said to the 
wet-eyed crowd of about 150 at 
the Methoqist Church.

Guimaraes said she was hired 
because of recommendations from 
her friends and Chinatown agen- 
cies，not because of any previous 
friendship with the mayor， She 
Said the mayor made her feel a 
wanited and a necessary part of his 
administration. “Only once did 
he have a serious disagreement 
with me，and then he was very 
gentle，she said. 

“Ceorge Moscone cared_abonut 
the people who are in Chinatown 
and he cared about the seniors 
who should have been cared for in 
Chinatown,” said _ Supervisor

Meoscone ten years ago and said 
Moscone had been a consistent 
Supporter of the disadvantaged.

Area, Der said. Chinese American 
elderly are isolated- in various 
convalescent homes away 在 om 
the' community，wbere no one 


speaks Chinese and where the-

Der praised the Japanese AmeT- 
ican _ community in Los Angeles， 
which has three convalescent 
homes and is planning a fourth 
He saidq there was no reason why 
the Chinese American comrmunity 
in the Bay Area could not Provide 
similar services for its elderly. 

A recent study indicated that by 
1980 there would be 120,000 
Chinese Americans in the Bay 
Area and a need for convalescent 
care for 300 Chinese American 
elderly. Der said, “We should start 
thinking about a convalescent 
home now because 让 will take one 
orAtwo years to set it up and get 让 
going.” 

The Chinese American Phy- 
Sicians Society is Planning to start 
a furmd-Taising drive for such a 
home but does not intend to work 
alone. Der has already met with 
Reverend- Frank Mar of the 
Chinese Presbyterian Church and 
Cecilia Lai of the Oakland 
Chinese Community Council. The 
Chinese Presbyterian Church of- 
fers a daily hot meals program and 
other services to the elderly，and 
for the Past ten years thie Oakland 
Chinese Community Council has 


-offeredq them classes and Social 


activities. 
DISCUSSED 

The Chinese American Physi- 
cians Society Was founded last yer 
by Drs.， Bing Young， Ceorge 
Wong, and Der However，such 
an organization had beem dis- 
cussed by various people for two 


to three years priior to that time.- 


The present membership consists 
of over Sixty or Seventy Chinese 
American physicians in the 下 ast 
Bay area. 

The doctors organized， Der 
said， because they “felt they 
should contribute some help to the 
Chinese community，especially to 
Chinatown，- they wanted to 
emcourage Chinese American Phy- 
Sicians to participate in commumn- 
ity affairs，and they wanted to 
communicate to them the issues of 
concern to the Chinese 人 American 
community at ]arge.”

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Vera Haile, A Pillar at 
_ Self-Helpforthe Elderly

SAN ERANCISCO 一 Mok Jue， 
in hope of a_ better life，came to 
the United States_ following the 
liberalization of immigratiom 
lawsS， 

She brought her two teenage 
sons, few personal belongings and 
little money，Times have been 
hard. 

Her husband died five years 
ag0. Today she lives in one of 
Chinatown's many room-and- 
board homes oceupied by other 
elderly，Many are monolingual 
and get by on welfare benefits. 

Its a gray place Jue be- 
grudgingly calls home.， Her sons， 
now _ married， live in outlying 
suburbs of the city， And because 
they lead busy lives，Iieither has 
time'to tend to Jue. 

For Juei the last few years have 
been ones of quiet desperation . 

BUOYED 

A_ woman who has brightened 
Jues life and buoyed her through 
rough emotional and financial 
dips has been. Vera Haile of Self- 
Help for the Elderly. 

Haile has sunk her heart into 
Self-Help and Chinatown for the 
past 10 years，first as a rank and 
file worker and now as assistant 
director， Although she began 
work at Self-Help in 1969 (Self 
Help started in 1966)，Haile has 
led the shaping of theorganizatiom 
and has become  a vigorous 
advocate of the rights of elderly in 
the Chinatown/North Beach area， 

At Self Help，Haile established 
an employment training pIograrm 
and“Health and Aid Hearing” 
program to provide the elderly 
with domestic cleaning servVices 
and escort services at no charge. 

PROGRAM 

She also helped launch a 
program to train Social workers to 
care for the elderly. ， 

Prior to_ establishing herself in 
Chinatown, Haile, who received a 
masters degree in social work from 
UC Berkeley， worked at the 
Department of Social Service. 

Her knowledge of regulations 
and workings of the welfare 
system and her past experience in 
helping .welfare recipients has 
been fortunate for Chinatown s 
elderly. 

“Before Self-Help was estab- 
lished in Chinatown in 1966, most 
community -agencies “were 训 - 
equipped to handle the problems 
of Chinatown's elderly. Many，ipn 
fact，didnt want to deal with 让 
because of the stigmatism at- 
tached,”explained Haile，who has 
worked at Chinese Newcomers 
Center and the Youth Service 
Center.“Many people in China- 
town didn't know about welfare. 
让 was a knowmn fact that China- 
town's elderly back in 1966 were 
livingon as little as $25 a month.， 

BENEEITS 

To spread the ， word about 
welfare benefits,， Haile helped 
launch an informational cam- 
paign in Chinatown. With the 
help of Self-Help staff，Haile was 
successful in traiislating eligibility 
requirements and disseminating 让 
throughout Chinatown. 

Haile is happy to be working in 
Chinatown because “Self Help 
allows meto work with individual 
clients and have at the same time 
the opportunity to _ address larger 
problems and see 让 other changes 
can be made elsewhere， 

< like to think I am a link to 
other technical resources in the 
community,”Haile said . 

For Haile，the profession of

“TI majored in psychology in 
college but found that it was too 
confining, that it wasn't the whole 
setting, I am for human rights, I 
like to think LEcan make life a little 
better for people,， said Haile with 
asmile. 

PROBLEMS 

Ineome, health and housing are 
three of the most pressing Prob- 
lems facing Chinatown's elderly 
today, according to Haile. But the 
number one problem is iDPcome， 

“A major problem is that unless 
the fragile and feeble can fend for 
themselves，they will be shipped 
off to a nursing home,”said Haile， 
There are no nursing homes 这 
Chinatown， 

The only alternative to ， a 
nursing home in Chinatown is On 
Lok，a day-care facility offering 
health and medical services. 

“There are none in Chinatown 
because it is too expensive,”said 
Haile who believes Chinatown s 
elderly are the -primary victims， 
“They w 记 not move out of China- 
town even 证 they arent Properly 
clothed, or nourished.” 

Haile says many elderly have 
children with whom they could 
live but would rather not because 
of new social attitudes embraced 
by the children， 

ECONOMICS 

“Parents must Fow take care of 
themselves. Its a matter of econ- 
omics nowadays，The cost of 
keeping an elderly parent，Pparti- 
cularly it he is in need of medical 
care Service 这 prohibitive， Adult 
children also have to worry about 
their children.” 

Working daughters-in-law con- 
tribute to the alienation between 
the .adult childqd and the Parent， 
“Daughters-in-law arent as Tes- 
pectful，Many are breadwinners 
to0， In the old days，there was 
value in taking care of your 
paieiits.

DREAM 

For Yu，CjRina Station is the 

fulfillment of a dream originated 


_by his father. As a student at UC- 


Berkeley and after he graduated， 
Yu worked at the Imperial Palace 
at night to_ help his father. After 
his fathers death，the pressures of 
a qdqouble life grew: weighty for'the 
younger Yu 

Feeling the responsibility to 
continue his fathers work,， Yu left 
PC&AESs marketing department
